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where an action might be brought by the city of
Stevens Point against any person, company or
corporation, such action may be commenced and
prosecuted in the name of the city by any of the
electors of said city.

Section 10, All acts and parts of acts conflict-
ing with the provisions of this act, are hereby re-
pealed.

Section 11. This act shall take effect and bein
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 2S0.
AN ACT to incorporate the city of Marshfield.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
wn senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

CHAPTER 1.
CITY AND WARD BOUNDARIES.

SectION 1. All that district of country in the Bonndaries
county of Wood, hereinafter described, shall be a 24 corporate
city by the name of the city of Marshfield, and
the people now inhabiting and those who shall
hereafter inhabit said district shall be a municipal
co?oration by the name of the city of Marshfield,
and shall have the general powers possessed by
municipal corporations at common law, and in
addition thereto, shall have and possess the pow-
ers hereinafter specifically granted; and the au-
thorities thereof shall have perpetual succession,
and shall be capable of contracting and being con-
tracted with, suing and being sued, pleading and
being impleaded, in all courts of law and equity,

- and shall have a common seal, and may change

and alter the same at pleasure.

SecTION 2. The northwest quarter of the town- city bounda-
ship numbered twenty-five (25) north, of range ries
numbered three (3) east, of the fourth principal
meridian, shall be included in and constitute the
limits of the city of Marshfield.

SectioN 3. The said city shall be divided into ward tounda-
three wards, and the number and boundaries ™*
shall be as follows: The first ward shall embrace
all of the said territory north of the line of the
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Wisconsin Central railroad and west of Center
avenue and its continuation. The second ward
shall embrace all of the said territory south of the
aforesaid railroad and west of Center avenue and
its continuation. The third ward shall embrace
all of the territory east of Center avenue and its
continuation.

ELECTIONS.

SectioN 4. The annual election for ward and
city officers shall be held on the first Tuesday in
April in each year, at such place in each ward as
the common council shall designate; and the polls
shall be kept open from nine o’clock in the fore-
noon till sundown, and ten days’ previous notice
shall be given by the common council of the time
and place of holding such elections, and of the city
and ward officers to be elected. The elective
officers of said city shall be a mayor, a clerk, a
treasurer, a police justice for the city at large,
three aldermen, one justice of the peaceand one
constable for each ward, and one assessor for each
ward. The mayor, treasurer and police justice
shall be qualified voters and freeholders in the
said city, and the ward officers shall be qualified
voters and freeholders in the ward for which they
were elected. All other officers necessary for the
proper management of the affairs of said city
shall be appointed by the common council. All
elective ofticers, except justices of the peace, shall,
unless otherwise provided, hold their respective
offices for one year, and until their successors are
elected and qualified; provided, however, the
common council shall have power, for due cause,
to expel any of its own number, and to remove
from office any officer or agent under the city gov-
ernment, due notice being first given to the officer
complained of. The justices of the peace shall
hold their offices for two years, and until their
successors are elected and qualified. The mayor
shall have power to suspend any police officer or
watchman appointed by the council, when com-
plained of, until the council shall take up his case
and dispose of it. He shall also have power to
fill any vacancy thus created, for the time being.

SECTION 5. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in
the office of mayor, treasurer, police justice or al-
derman, such vacancy shall be filled by a new
election, which shall be ordered by the common
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council within ten days after such vacancy shall
occur. Any vacancy happening in any other of-
fice shall be filled by the common council. The
person elected or appointed to fill any vacancy
shall hold his office and discharge the duties
thereof for the unexpired term and with the same
rights and be subject to the same liabilities as the
pergﬁn whose office he may be elected or appointed
to fill.

SectioN 6. All elections by the people shall be
by ballot, and a plurality of votes cast shall con-
stitute anelection. When two or more candidates
for an elective office shall receive an equal num-
ber of votes for the same office, the election shall
be determined by the casting of lots in the pres-
ence of the common council, at such time and in
such manner as it shall direct.

SEcTION 7. All persons entitled to vote for
county or state officers shall be entitled to vote
for any officer entitled to be elected under this
law, and hold any office hereby created.

Sectiox 8. The election in said city shall be
held and conducted by the aldermen of each ward,
who shall be the inspectors of elections in their
respective wards, and shall take the usual oaths
or affirmations as prescribed by the general laws
of this state, to be taken by the judges and in-
spectors of elections, and shall have power to ap-
point clerks of such elections, and to administer
the necessary oaths, and in case of the absence
of any or all of the aldermen of the ward, at the
time for opening the polls, the voters present shall
select some person or persons to act in their places
as inspectors of elections. Said elections shall be
held and conducted in the same manner and
under the same penalties, and vacancies in the
board of inspectors thereof filled, as required by
the laws of this state regarding elections.

SectioN 9. If either of the inspectors shall sus-
pect that any person offering a vote does not
possess the qualifications of an elector, or
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if such vote be challenged by an elector, the in- -

spectors, before receiving the vote of any such
person, shall require him to take the following
oath: “You do solemnly swear (or affirm, as the
case may be) that you are twenty-one (21) years of
age, and that you are a citizen of the United
States (or have declared your intentions to become
a citizen, conformably with the laws of the United
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States on the subject of naturalization); that you
have resided within the state of Wisconsin one
year, preceding this election, and that you have
not voted at this election, and that you have
made no bet or wager, or become directly or indi-
rectly interested in any bet or wager depending on
the result of this election.” And if the person
offering the vote shall take such oath falsely, he
shall be deemed guilty of wilful and corrupt per-
jury, and upon conviction thereof upon indict-
ment, shall suffer the punishment provided by law
for persons guilty of perjury. If any person who
is not a qualified voter, shall vote at any election,
or if any person duly qualified shall vote in any
other warg than the one in which he resides, or
shall vote more than once at any one election, he
shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding two
hundred dollars ($200), nor less than twenty-five
dollars ($25). It shall be the duty of the inspect-
ors to keep a list of the names of all persons
whose votes may be challenged as aforesaid, and
who shall swear in their votes. And if any in-
spector shall knowingly and corruptly receive the
vote of any person not authorized to vote, or shall
make out false returns of an election, or if any
clerk shall not write down the namne of every
voter as he votes, or shall wilfully make untrue
and incorrect counts and tallies of votes, each and
every inspector and clerk shall be liable to indict-
ment, and on conviction thereof shall severally
forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding five hundred
dollars (%300), nor less than one hundred dollars
(8100).

SEcTiON 10. When an election shall be closed
and the number of votes for each candidate or
person voted for shall have been counted and as-
certained, the said inspectors shall make a return
thereof, stating therein the number of votes for
each person for each and every office, and shall
deliver or cause to be delivered, such return to the
city clerk, within three days after any election.
The common councilshall, on the fourth day after
such election, meet and canvass said returns, and
declare the result as it appears from the same,
and the city clerk. shall forthwith give notice to
each person elected of his respective election.

SEcTION 11. Special elections to fill vacancies,
or for any other purpose, shall be held and con-
ducted by the aldermen of each ward, in the same
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manner, and the returns thereof shall be made in
the same form and manner as general or annual
elections, and within such time as may be pre-
scribed by ordinance.

SecrioN 12. Any officer removing from the what consti-
city, or any ward officer removing from the ward {oesf oftee.
for which he is elected, or any officer who shall
neglect or refuse for ten days after notice of his
election or appointment, to enter upon the dis-
charge of the duties of his office, shall be deemed
to have vacated his office, and the common coun-
cil shall proceed to fill such vacancy as herein
provided.

SectioN 13. There shall be elected at the first Electionof

election under this act, three aldermen for each *"* "
ward, who shall hold their offices for one year,
and until their successors are elected and quakhified.
There shall also, at the same time be elected by
each ward of said city of Marshfield, one super-
visor, who shall hold his office for one year, and
until his successor is elected and qualified, and
the supervisors so elected shall be entitled to seats
as members of the county board of supervisors of
‘Wood county.

Sectiox 14. The first election under this act rist etection.
shall be held in each ward in said city, on the
third Tuesday in April, 1883, at such place in each
ward as the supervisors of the town of Marshfield,
or a majority of them shall designate, and a ma-
jority of said supervisors shall designate,and in
case a majority of said supervisors shall fail to
agree upon or designate such place, then at such
place as the chairman of said town shall desig-
nate; and notice of the time and place of holding
such first election shall be given by posting three
written or printed notices thereof in each of said
wards, and the freeholders present may appoint
three of their number to act as inspectors at said
election, and said inspectors shall have all the
powers given to inspectors of election by the laws
of the state of Wisconsin, and shall certify the re-
sult of said election to the person elected as city
clerk, and who shall, as soon as qualified, enter
upon the duties of his office as city clerk, under
the provisions of this charter. Should there be a
. failure to elect by the people any officer herein re-
quired to bz elected on the day designated, the
common council may order a new election to be

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held, ten days’ notice of the time and place of
holding the election being given.

SEctION 15.  Every person elected or appointed
to any office under the provisions of this act, ex-
cept justices of the peace, shall, before he enters
upon the duties of his oftice, take and subscribe an
oath of oftice and file the same, duly certified by the
officers taking the same, together with their official
bond, with the clerk of the city;and the treasurer,
clerk, marshal, constables, and such other officers
as the common council may direct shall severally,
before they enter upon the duties of their respect-
ive offices, execute to the city of Marshfield a
bond with at least two sureties, who shall swear
that they are worth, in the aggregate, the penalty
specified in said bond, over and above all debts,
exemptions and liabilities, and said bonds shall
contain such penal sum and such conditions as
the common council may deem proper; and they
may, from time to time, require new additional
bouds, and remove from office any officer refusing
or neglecting to give the same.

SectioN 16, The mayor shall, when preseut,
preside over the meetings of the common council,
and shall take care that the laws of the state and the
ordinances of the city are duly observed and en-
forced, and that all other executive officers of the
city discharge their respective duties. He shall,
from time to time, give the common council such
information and recommend such measures as he
may deem advantageous to the city. The mayor
shall be the chief executive officer and head of
the police of the city; and in case of a riot or
other disturbance or apparent necessity, he may
appoint as many special or temporary constables
as he may deem necessary. The mayorshall have
a vote only in case of a tiec. The mayor shallhave
hower to veto any ordinance or resolution passed

y the common council, by notifying the common
council of his objections therveto, at any time
within seven days after the passage of such ordi-
nance or resolution. In case of no session of the
common council on any day after the passage of
the same, and before the expiration of the said
seven days, such notification shall be made by
filing with the clerk a copy of his objections; and
in case the council shall not, within one week
after the receipt of such objections or such filing
with the clerk, re-enact such ordinance, or pass
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such resolution, by the votes of two-thirds of the
aldermen elect, the same shall be null and void.
No ordinance or resolution shall take effect until
one week after the passage of the same, unless
sooner approved in writing by the mayor or act-
ing mayor for the time being.

SEcTION 17. At the first meeting of the com-
mon council in each year, it shall proceed to elect
bl))' ballot one of its number president, and in the
absence of the mayor, the said president shall pre-
side over the meetings of the common council;and
during the absence of the mayor from the city, or
his inability for any reason to discharge the duties
of his office, the said president shall exercise all
the powers and discharge all the duties of the
mayor, except the signing of city bonds. In case
the mayor and the president shall be absent at
any meeting of the common council, it shall pro-
ceed to elect a temporary presiding officer, who,
for the time being, shall discharge the duties of
the mayor. The president, or temporary presid-
ing officer, while presiding over the board, or per-
forming the duties of the mayor, shall be styled
acting mayor, and acts performmed by them, or
any of them, shall have the same force and valid-
ity as if performed by the mayor, except the sign-
ing of city bondsand orders; and the said common
council shall also, at its first meeting in each year,
elect a marshal for the city, also a chief engineer
and a first assistant engineer of the fire depart-
ment, and a city attorney, who shall hold their
respective offices for the term of one year, and
until others are elected and qualified.
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SectioN 18. The clerk shall keep $he corpo- Clerk

rate seal, and all the papers and records of the city
and keep a record of the proceedings of the com-
mon council at whose meetings it shall be his
duty to attend; and copies of all papers filed in
his office and transcript from the records of the
common council, certified by him to have been
compared by him with the original,and to be a cor-
rect transcript therefrom under the corporate
seal shall be evidence in all courts in like man-
ner as if the original were produced. He shall
draw and countersign all orders on the treasury,
in pursuance of any order or resolution of the
common courncil, and keep a full and accurate ac-
count thereof in books provided for that purpose.
He shall file in his office all chattel mortgages
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presented to him for that purpose, and the re-
newals thereof, and safely keep the same, receiv-
ing therefor the same compensation as clerks of
towns, and all chattel mortgages so filed and the
renewals thereof, shall be as valid and legal as if
the same had been filed in the town clerk’s office
inany town. The clerk shall have power and au-
thority to administer oaths or affirmations.
SectioN 19. The justices of the peace elected
under this act shall have the same jurisdiction
and perform all the duties of justices of the peace;
and shall qualify in the same manner as provided
by the general laws of this state, except that the
official bonds or agreements shall be approved by
a majority of the common council; and in addi-
tion thereto they shall have jurisdiction in all
cases arising under this act, and the ordinances,
resolutions and by-laws passed by said city
council, unless therein otherwise provided, and
shall hold their offices in their respective wards
for which they were elected. All constables
elected by virtue of this act shall have and exer-
cise the same powers and duties, and be subjert
to the same liagilities as constables of towns.
SectioN 20. The treasurer of said city shall
perform such duties and exercise such powers as
may be lawfully required of him by the ordinances
of said city or the laws of this state. All moneys
raised, received, recovered or collected by means
of any tax, license, penalty, fine, forfeiture or
otherwise, under the authority of this act, or
which may belong to the said city, shall be paid
into the said city treasury,and shall not be drawn
therefronwexcept by an order, issued by order of
the common council and signed by the mayor and
countersigned or attested by the clerk. He shall
keep an accurate account of all moneys or other
things coming into his hands as treasurer, in a
book to be provided for that purpose, which shall
remain the property of the city, wherein he shall
note the time when, and the person from whom
the amount of the several sums was received,
which book shall, at all reasonable times, be open
to the inspection of any person. He shall, every
three months, and as often as the common council
require, render to such council a minute account
of the receipts and expenditures of his office, and
at the expiration of his office he shall hand over
to his successor, all moneys, books, papers and
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property in his possession belonging to said city.
The said treasurer shall also be a collector of
taxes, and for his services receive the same com-

nsation, except as herein otherwise provided,
and he shall have the same powers and be subject
to the same liabilities, and be governed by the
same laws as treasurers of towns; provided, that
he shall receive no other fees except the compen-
sation hereinafter provided.

SectioN 21. The marshal shail attend all the
meetings of the common council, and shall per-
form such duties as shall be prescribed by the
common council for the preservation of the public
%eace, and collection of license moneys and fines.

e shall possess all the powers of constables of
towns, and be subject to the same liabilities. It
shall be his duty to execute and return all writs
and processes to him directed, and when necessary
in criminal cases, or for the violation of any ordi-
nance of said city or law of this state, may pursue
and serve the same in any part of the state. It
shall be his duty to suppress all riots, disturbances
and breaches of the peace, and to remove all ob-
structions in the streets and alleys of said city,
and to abate all nuisances in saidy city; to appre-
hend any person in the act of committing any
offense against any ordinance of said city or laws
of this state, and within reasonable time, bring
such persons before competent authority for ex-
amination; and for such services he shall receive
such fees as are allowed to constables for like ser-
vices. He shall have power to appoint one or
more deputies, to be approved by the city council,
but for whose official acts he shall be responsible,
and of whom he may require bonds for the faith-
ful discharge of their duties.

SeEctioN 22. The common council shall have
power, from time to time, to require other and fur-
ther duties to be performed by any officer whose
"duties are herein prescribed, and to appoint such
other officers as may be necessary to carry into
effect the provisions of this act, and to prescribe
their duties; and their compensation shall be fixed
by the qualified voters of said city at the annual
meeting in each year, unless otherwise provided,
and shall not be increased or diminished during
the term such officer shall remain in office, for
which he was elected or appointed.

SEcTION 23. The common council, at its first
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meeting in each year, or as soon thereafter as
may be, shall designate one or more newspapers
printed in said city in which shall be published all
ordinances and other proceedings and matters re-
quired by this act, or by the by-laws or ordinances
of the common council, to be published in a pub-
lic newspaper, which printing or publishing shall
be let by contract to the lowest bidder.

SEcTiON 24. The city printer or printers, im-
mediately after the publication of any notice or
ordinance or resolution, or by-law, which by this
act is required to be published, shall file with the
clerk of the city a copy of such publication with
his or their affidavit, or the affidavit of hisor their
foreman of the length of time the same has been
published, and such affidavit shall be conclusive
evidence of the publication of such notice, ordi-
nance, by-law or resolution, and the clerk shall file
the same in his office. .

SectioN 25. If any person having been an offi-
cer in said city shall not, within ten days after no-
tification and request, deliver to his successor in
office, all property, books, papers and effects be-
longing to said city or pertaining to the office he
may have held, he shall forfeit and pay to the use
of the city one hundred dollars ($100), besides all
damages caused by his neglect or refusal to de-
liver; and such successor may recover the posses-
sion of such books, papers and effects in the
manner prescribed by the laws of this state.

SkcTioN 26. No alderman shall be a party to,
or interested in any job or contract with the city
or any of the wards; and any contract in which
any alderman may be so interested shall be null
and void; and in case any money shall have been
paid on any such contract, the common council
may sue for and recover the amount so paid from
the parties to such contract and the aldermen in-
terested in the same. The mayororacting mayor,
sheriff of Wood county, and each and every alder-
man, police justice, justices of the peace, marshal,
under sherift and deputy sheriff of Wood county,
constable, policemen and watchmen, shall be offi-
cers of the peace, and may command the peace,
and suppress in a summary manner all noting
and disorderly bebavior within the limits of the
city; and for such purposes, may command the
assistance of all bystanders, and if need be, of all
citizens. And if any person, bystander or private
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citizen shall refuse to aid in maintaining the
peace, when so required, every such person shall
forfeit and pay a fine of fifty dollars; and in case
when the civil power may be required to suppress
riots or disorderly behavior, the superior or senior
officer present in the order mentioned in this sec-
tion, shall direct the proceedings.

SecrioN 27. There may be elected by the com-
mon council, a city surveyor, who shall be a prac-
tical surveyor and engineer. He shall keep his
office in some convenient place within said city,
and the common council shall prescribe his duties
and fix the fees and compensation for any services
performed by him. All surveys, profiles, plans or
estimates made by him for the city or either of
the wards, shall be the property of said city, and
shall be carefully preserved in the office of the
surveyor, open to the inspection of parties inter-
ested, and the same, together with all books and pa-
pers appertaining to said office, shall be delivered
over by the surveyor, at the expiration of his term
of office, to his successor or the common council.
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Skcrtiox 28. The police justice shall have and poiice justice.

possess all the authority, powers and rights of a
justice of the peace in civil proceedings and shall

ave sole exclusive jurisdiction to hear all com-
plaints and conduct all examinations and trials
1n criminal cases within the city, cognizable be-
fore a justice of the peace, in which the city is a
party; but warrants returnable before said justice,
may be issued in criminal cases, by any other
justice in the city, but no fees shall be received
therefor by said justice. The said justice shall
have executive jurisdiction in all cases cognizable
before a justice of the peace, in which the city is
a party, and shall have cognizahce and exclusive
jurisdiction of all suits, prosecutions or proceed-
ings for the recovery of any fine, forfeiture or
penalty, under any by-law, ordinance or regula-
tion of the said city of Marshfield or its charter, or
for a breach or violation of any such ordinance,
by-law and regulation, and in all cases of offenses
committed against the same. All prosecutions
for assaults, batteries and affrays, not indictable,
and for a breach or violation of any such by-law,
ordinance or regulation, shall be commenced in
the name of the city of Marshfield, and the same
proceedings shall be had in all civil and criminal
suits before said justice, when not otherwise herein
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directed, as are established and required to be had
in civil and criminal actions, by the laws of this
state before a justice of the peace. In all cases of
conviction for assaults, batteries and affrays within
the said city, and in all cases of conviction under
any ordinance of said city, for any breach of the
peace, disorderly conduct, keeping houses of ill-
tame, or of frequenting the same, and ot keeping
or maintaining disorderly or ill-governed houses,
and said justice shall have power, in addition to
the fine or penalty imposed, to enter judgment
for costs of prosecution against the defendant,
and to compel such offenders to give security for
their good behavior, and to keep the peace tor a
period not exceeding six months and in a sum not
exceeding five hundred dollars ($500). The said
justice shall have the same power and authority
in case of contempt as a court of record; provide({
that nothing herein contained shall be deemed to
divest the circuit judges of their authority as con-
servators of the peace, norto affect in any manner
the jurisdiction or powers of the circuit courts or
supreme court of this state. In case of absence,
sickness, or other inability of such justice, or for
any sufficient reason, the mayor, by warrant, inay
authorize any justice of the peace within said city
to perform the duties of said justice for the city,
and it shall thereupon be the duty of the mayor to
inform the city attorney and police of such substi-
tution, and to make report thereof to the com-
mon council, and it may confirm or set aside such
appointment, or appoint some other justice of the
peace; and the justice of the peace so appointed
shall, for the time being, possess all the author-
ities, powers and rights of said justice. All fines
and penalties imposed by the police justice for
offenses committed within the city limits, or for
violation of any ordinance, by-law or regulation
of said city, shall belong to and be a part of the
finance of said city.

Sectiox 29. The police justice shall, as often
as the common council may require, report to the
common council all the proceedings instituted
before himrin which the city is interested, and
shall, at the same time, account for and pay over
to the city treasurer, all fines and penalties col-
lected by him and belonging to said city; and said
justice shall be entitled to receive from the county
of Wood, such fees in similar cases as are allowed
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to other justices in the county. for similar ser-
vices.

SecTION 30. The city attorney shall conduct all
the law business of the corporation. He shall,
when required, furnish opinions upon subjects
connected with the welfare of the corporation,
submitted to him by the council or any of its
committees. He shall keep a docket of all cases
to which the city may be a party, which shall, at
all times, be open for the inspection of the mayor
or council. It shall be the duty of the attorney to
draft all general ordinances, all bonds, contracts,
leases, conveyances and other instruments of
writing that may be required by the business of
the city, and perform such other duties as may
be prescribed by the charter or ordinances. e
shall receive an annual salary to be fixed by the
council, and payable quarterly.

_ CHAPTER IL
THE COMMON COUXNCIL— POWERS AND DUTfES.

SeEcTioON 1. The mayor and aldermen shall con-
stitute the common council, and the style of all
ordinances shall be: “The mayor and common
council of the city of Marshfield do ordain,” etc.
The common council shall meet at such time and
place as it, by resolution, shall direct. A ma-
jority of the aldermen shall constitute a quorum.

SectioN 2. The common council shall hold its
first annual meeting in each year on the first
Tuesday of April, and thereafter stated meetings
at such times as it shall appoint, and the mayor
may call special meetings by notice to each of the
members to be served personally, or left at their
several places of abode. The common council
shall determine the rules of its own proceedings,
and be the judge of the election and qualification
of its own members, and have the power to compel
the attendance of absent members.

SectioN 3. The common councilshall have the
management and control of the finances, except
school moneys, and of all other property in the
city; and shall likewise, in addition to the power
herein vested in it, have full power and authority
to make, enact, ordain, establish, publish, enforce,
alter, modify, amend and repeal all such ordi-
nances, resolutions and by-laws for the govern-
ment and good order of the city, for the suppression
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of vice, for the prevention of crime, and for the
benefit of trade, commerce and health thereof,
and so enforce as it shall deem expedient, declar-
ing and imposing penalties, and so enforce the
-same against any person or persons who may
violate any of the provisions of such ordinances.
rules and bv-laws, and such ordinances, rules and
by-laws are hereby declared to be and have the
force of law; provided, that they be not repug-
nant to the constitution and laws of the United

Powersof  States or of this state; and for these purposes
it shall have authority, by ordinance, resolution
or by-laws:

License show-  1st. To license, regulate, suppress and prohibit
mem e the exhibition of common showmen, or shows
of any kind, or the exhibition of caravans, cir-
cuses, of theatrical performances, billiard tables,
bowling saloons, nine or ten pin alleys, and to pro-
vide for the abatement and removal of all nui-
sances under the ordinances of said city, the laws
of the state or at common law; and may grant
licenses for and regulate groceries, taverns, victu-
aling houses, and all persons vending or dealing in
Liquors. spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors, and may
Frohibit or suppress the same; dprovided, that the
icense for so dealing in or vending spirituous, vi-

authorize the distraining of the same.

To prevent the running at large of dogs, Dos
and to authorize the destruction of the same in a
sumimary manner, when at large contrary to the
ordinances.

10th. To prevent any person from bringing, de- Unwholesome
positing or having within said city, any putrid car- o
casses or other unwholesome substances and to
require the removal of the same by any person
who shall have upon his premises, any such sub-
stance, putrid or unsound beef, pork, fish, hides,
skins or substances of any kind, and in default to
authorize the removal thereof by some competent
officer at the expense of such person or persons.

11th. To make and establish public pounds, Pounds, etc.
pumps, wells, cisterns and reservoirs, and to pro-
vide for the erection of water works for the sup-
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ply of water to the.inhabitants; to erect lamps,
and to regulate, license and suppress omnibus
drivers, hackmen, coachmen, cartmen, draymen,
and the charges of hackmen, coachmen, omnibus
drivers, cabmen, cartmen, draymen and all others
who may pursue like occupations in this city, and
to provide for lighting the streets, public grounds
and public buildings with gas or otgerwise.

All funds in the treasury, except
school, state and county funds, shall be under the
control of the common council, and shall be drawn
out upon the order of the mayor and clerk, duly
authorized by a vote of the common council; and
all orders drawn upon the treasurer shall spec-
ify the purpose for which they were drawn,
and shall be payable out of any funds in the
treasury belonging to the city. City orders shall
be receivable for all city taxes, except school and
- special taxes for bridges and school purposes, and
except taxes levied for the payment of the prin-
cipal or interest of any outstanding bonds of the
city; which shall be collected in money or in or-
ders drawn upon such fund respectively, and all
orders shall be payable to the person or to the or-
der of the person in whose favor they may be
drawn, or bearer.

The common council of said city
shall not have power to issue any bonds or other
evidences of debt payable at a day subsequent to
the date of the issue thereof, except in cases spe-
cially authorized by law, nor shall the common
council issue in any one year orders upon the city
treasury to an amount greater than the amount
of taxes which may be levied under the provisions
of this act; provided, that whenever it shall be
necessary to build or repair bridges, a special tax
may be levied for such purpose, not exceeding
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three thousand dollars ($3,000) in any one year, and
the said taxes, when so levied, shall be collected
at the same time as other city taxes are collected;
provided, a majority of the qualified voters at any
annual or special meeting shall so direct.

SEcTION 11. Special taxes may also be levied
by the city council, at any regular meeting, for
the purpose of paying the 1nterest or principal of
any outstanding bonds, now due or hereafter to
become due, issued by the city of Marshfield, or
which may hereafter be issued by said city, by
authority of law; provided, however, no ater
tax shall, in any one vear, be levied than shall be
necessary to pay the amount which will be due on
such bonds at the time such tax shall be collected
by virtue of this act, or shall become due before
the time appointed by law for assessing and levy-
ing the annual taxes. Said taxes, when so levied,
shall be collected at the same time other city
taxes are collected.

SEcTION 18. Such notice shall state that upon a
day therein to be named, not less than ten days
from the service of such notice, or the expiration
of such publication, as the case may be, applica-
tion will be made to the county judge, or court
commissioner for the county of Wood, for ap-
pointment of twelve jurors to view said premises,
and to determine whether it will be necessary to
take the same for the purposes specified in said
petition.

SectioNn 24, If there should be any building, in

T* whole or in part, upon the land to be taken, the
jurors, before proceeding to make their assess-

ment, shall first estimate and determine the value
of such building to the owner, aside from the
value of the land, and the injury to him in hav-
ing such building taken from him; and, secondly,
the value of such building to him to remove.

SecTION 25. At least ten days’ personal notice
of such determination shall be given to the owner
or his agent, if known, and a resident of the city,
or left at his usual place of abode. If not known,
or a non-resident, notice to all parties interested
shall be given by c{)ublica,tion in the official paper
or papers of said city three successive weeg(es.

they shall only include the difference between
such value and the whole estimated value of such
building or buildings, according to section eight of

SectioN 28. If the lands or buildings belong to
different persons, or if the land be subject to
lease, judgment or mortgage, or if there be any
estate in 1t less than an estate in fee, the injury
done to such persons or interest respectively, shafl
be awarded to them by the jurors.

SectioN 29. The award of said jurors shall be
signed by them, and returned, together with the
testimony taken and the precept to the commmon
council within the time limited in such precept.

SECTION 30. Any person whose property is
taken, or against whom any assessment is made,
may, within ten days from the return of the jurors
to the common council, appeal from said assessment
of damages to the circuit court of Wood county,
by causing a written notice of such appeal to be
served on the clerk of said city, and executing a
bond in the manner prescribed in section 6, of
chapter 5, of this act, and such appeal shall be
tried by the court and jury, as in ordinary cases.
The common council shall also have the right to
appeal, by filing with the clerk a notice thereof,
within ten days, as aforesaid.

SectioN 31. The land required to be taken for
the purposes mentioned in this act, shall not be
appropriated until the damages awarded therefor
to the owner thereof shall be paid or tendered to
the owner or his agent, or in case the said owner
or his agent cannot be found, or is unknown, de-
posit to his or their credit in some safe place of
deposit, and then, and not before such lands may
be taken and appropriated for the purposes re-
quired, and the same shall thereafter be subject
to all the laws and ordinances of the city, in the
same manner as streets, alleys and public grounds
open or laid out.

SecTioN 32. The damages assessed shall be paid
or tendered or degosited as herein required, within
one vear from the confirmation of such assess-
ment and report; and if not so paid, tendered or
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deposited, all the proceedings in any such case
shall be void.

SectioN 33. The city may pay, or tender or de- -
posit as herein required, at any time within one year
from the confirmation of such assessment, and
report the damages assessed in any such case;
and whenever said damages have been so paid.
tendered or deposited, it shall be the duty of the
common council to enter an order among its
proceedings to take and appropriate such lands
for the purposes required.

SECTION 34. When the whole of any tract or
lot or other premises, under lease or other con-
tracts, shall be taken by virtue of this act, all the
covenants, contracts or engagements between
landlord and tenant or any other contracting par-
ties, touching the same, or any part thereof, shall,
upon the confirmation of such report respectively
cease and be absolutely discharged.

SEcTION 35. When only a part of a lot or tract

" of land or other premises, so under lease, or other

contract shall be taken for any of the purposes
aforesaid, all the covenants, contracts or agree-
ments respecting the same, upon the confirma-
tion of such report, shall be absolutely discharged
as to the part thereof taken, but shall remain
valid as to the residue thereof, and the rents, con-
siderations and payments reserved payable and
to be paid for or in respect to the same, shall be
80 J)roportioned so that the part thereof justly
and equitably payable for such residue thereof,
and no more, shall be paid or recoverable for or
in respect to the same.

SecTION 36. When any known owner of lands
or tenements affected by any proceedings under
this act, shall be an infant or labor under legal dis-
ability, the judge of the circuit court of Wood
county, or in his absence, the judge of any court
of record in said county, may, upon the applica-
tion of the common council, or such party, or his
next friend, appoint a guardian for such party.

SEcTioN 37. Whenever any public grounds,
street or alley shall be laid out, widened or en-
larged, under the provisions of this chapter, the
common council shall cause an accurate survey
and profile thereof to be made and filed in the
office of the city clerk.
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CHAPTER III.

ASSESSMENT AND COLLECTION OF TAXES.

SecTioN 1. All property, real or personal, within
the city, except such as may be exempt by the
laws of this state, shall be subject to taxation for
the support of the city government, and the pay-
ment of its debts and liabilities, and the sameshall
be assessed in the manner hereinafter provided;
and the assessors elected under this act shall have
and possess the sume Eowers that are or may be
conferred upon township assessors, except so far
as they may be altered by this act; provided, how-
ever, that the common council may prescribe the
form of assessment rolls, and more fully define
the duties of assessor, and make such rules and
regulations in relation to revising, altering or
adding to such rolls, as it may, from time to time,
deem advisable.

SecTiON 2. When the assessment roll shall be
completed, the assessor shall give one week’s no-
tice thereof in the official paper or papers, and
shall fix a time and convenient place where he
will hear any objections of parties deeming them-
selves aggrieved by such assessment, and after
hearing the same, the assessor shall make such
alterations or reductions as justice or equity shall
require; provided, the time of hearing such objec-
tions shall not be more than one week from the
expiration of such notice.

sessor shall return the said assessment roll to the
board of equalization of the city. The board of
equalization may supply omissions in said roll,
and for the purpose of equalizing the same may
alter and add to, take from, and otherwise revise
and correct the. same; provided, however, the
board of equalization shall not have the power to
increace the amount of said roll, except by the
value of such real property as may have been
omitted by the assessor.

SectioN 4. If it shall appear to the assessor
that any lot or parcel of land was omitted in the
assessment roll of either or both of the preceding
two years, and that the same was then liable to
taxation, he shall, in addition to the assessment
of that year, assess upon the lot or tract so omit-

In case any
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ted, for such year or years that it shall have been
so0 omitted, the just value thereof, noting the year
when such omission occurred, and such assess-
ment shall have the same force and effect as it
would have had if made the year when the same
was omitted; and the common council shall di-
rect, in addition to the tax for the current year,
such tax to be levied upon such lot or tract as the
same would have been chargeable with had not
the same been so omitted, and such tax shall be
collected as other taxes or assessments for the
current year. All lands shall be subject to taxes
that may have been omitted, in whosesoever hands
they may have come. Should the tax or assess-
ment upon any parcel of land be set aside or de-
clared void by reason of any defect or informalitv
in the assessing, levying or conveying of the
same, but not affecting the equity or justice of
the tax itself, the common council shall cause the
tax or assessment so set aside or declared void. to
be relieved in manner as it shall, by ordinance
direct; provided, that if the defect was in the
assessment, the same shall be again assessed
at such time as the common council shall direct,
and the said tax or assessment so assessed, shall
be levied and continue a lien upon such lot or
tract and shall be collected as other taxes and
assessments are collected under this act.

SectioN 5. The mayor, city clerk, city treas-
urer and the assessors shall constitute the city
board of equalization, and shall meet at the
office of the city clerk on the first Mon-
day of July, each and every year, at nine
o'clock in the forenoon, and shall proceed in all re-
spects as town boards are by law required to pro-
ceed as far as the same are applicable, reviewing,
correcting and equalizing the assessment rolls of
the several wards in the city. The mayor shall
be president of the board of equalization and the
city clerk, the clerk thereof.

SEcTION 6. When the assessment roll shall
have been revised and corrected, the same shall be
filed with the clerk; thereupon the common coun-
cil shall, by resolution, levy such sums of money
as may be sufficient for the several purposes
for which taxes are herein authorized to be
levied, but not exceeding the amount as sc voted
by the qualified electors of said city .at a previous
meeting.

FIRE DEPARTMENT.

SEcTION 20. The common council, for the pur-
pose of guarding agaiust the calamities of fire,
shall have the power to prescribe the limits
within which wooden buildings, or buildings of
other materials that shall not be considered fire
proof, shall not be erected or repaired, and to di-
rect that all and every building within the limits
prescribed shall he made and constructed of fire
proof materials, and to prohibit the repairing or
rebuilding of wooden buildings within the fire
limits, where the same shall have been damaged
to the extent of fifty per cent. of the value
thereof, and to prescribe the manner of ascertain-
ing such damage, and to prescribe the penalties
for the violation of any resolution or ordinance
passed under this section.

SEcTION 21. The common council shall have the
power to prevent the dangerous construction and
condition of chimneys, fire-places, hearths, stoves,
stovepipes, ovens, boilers and apparatus used in
and about any building, and to cause the same to
be removed or placed in a safe and secure condition
when considered dangerous; to prevent the deposit
of ashes in unsafe places; to require the inhabit-
ants to provide as many fire buckets, and in such
manner and time as it shall prescribe and to reg-
ulate the use of them in case of fire; to regulate
and prevent the carrying on of manufactures
dangerous in causing or promoting fires; to regu-
late and prevent the use of fireworks and firearms;
to compel the owners and occupants of buildings
to have scuttles in the roof, and stairs or ladders
leading to the same; to authorize the mayor,
aldermen, fire wardens and other officers of the
city to keep away from the vicinity of the fire all
idle and suspected persons, and compel all by-
standers to aid in the extinguishment of fires, and
the preservation of [property] exposed to danger
thereat, and generally to establish such regula-
tions for the prevention and extinguishment of
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fires as the common council may deem expedient,
and to provide penalties for the violation of any
resolution or ordinance passed under this section.

SEcTION 22. The common council shall have
full power to purchase fire engines and other fire
apparatus, and to authorize the formation of fire
engine, hook and ladder and hose companies, and
to provide for the due and proper support and
regulation of the same, and to order such com-
panies to be disbanded, and their meetings to be

rohibited, and their apparatus to be delivered up.
ch company shall not exceed seventy able-bodied
men, between the ages of eighteen and fifty years,
and may elect its own officers, except chief en-
gineer and assistant engineers, who shall be
appointed by the common council, and form their
own laws, not inconsistent with the laws of
this state, or the ordinances and regulations of said
city, and shall be formed only by voluntary en-
listments. Every member of said company hereby
authorized to be formed, shall be exempt from
highway work and poll tax, and from serving on
juries and military duty, except in cases of war,in-
surrection or invasion, during the continuance of
such membership; and any person having served
for the term of ten years, in either of such com-
panies, shall be forever thereafter exempt from
poll tax and military and jury duty, except as in
cases before mentioned.

SEctioN 23. The mayor shall appoint two fire
wardens for each ward, subject to confirmation
by the common council, who shall perform such
duties as the common council may prescribe, and
they may at any time enter into any building,
house, store, barn or enclosure for the purpose of
inspecting the same.

SECTION 24. One-half of the net proceeds of all
fines and penalties recovered and collected for the
breach of any ordinance, by-law or regulation
made in pursuance of this chapter, shall be paid
to the city treasurer for the fire department.

SecTION 25. When any person shall refuse to
obey the lawful order of any engineer, fire war-
den or alderman of the city, the mayor or city
marshal at any fire, it shall be lawful for the offi-
cer giving such order to arrest, or direct orally the
marshal, constable, or watchman or any citizen.
to arrest such person, and to confine him tempo-
rarily in any safe place until such fire shall be ex-
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tinguished; and in the same manner such officers
or any of them may arrest or direct the arrest and
confinement of any person at such fire who shall
be intoxicated or disorderly; and any such person
who shall refuse to arrest or aid in arresting any
person, shall be liable to such penalty as the com-
mon council may prescribe, not exceeding twenty
dollars.

SectioN 26. The common council shall have
power to organize a sack company, or to counte-
nance any such company now organized, which
shall be known by such name asit may select, and
shall consist of not more than thirty members.
Such company shall constitute a part of the fire
department, and at fires shall be subject to the
control of the engineers. The members of said
company, either collectively or individually, are
heregy authorized and empowered to act as a spe-
cial police in and for the city of Marshfield, and
are hereby vested with all the power and author-
ity which now is or may hereafter be vested in
any other police officer of said city, and shall be
entitled to all the rightsand [immunities] of mem-
bers of the fire department, excef)t exemption
from jury duty. At fires, it shall take charge
of all property which may be exposed or endan-
gered, and shall, as far as may be in its power,
greserve the same from injury or destruction.

uch company may, from time to time,adopt such
laws as it deems necessary, not inconsistent with
the laws of this state or the ordinances of said
city. The members thereof shall not be entitled
to any compensation for any service rendered in
their official capacity. They shall, in case of riot
or other disturbances of the peace, have access to

all licensed places of amusement in the city, and

shall perform such services as may be necessary
for the peace and good order of the same.

SeEcTioN 27. The treasurer of the fire depart-
ment shall receive and pay out all moneys belong-
ing to said department, and shall secure the
faithful performance of his duty by his bond to
said city in such penal sum as shaﬁ be required,
and with sureties to be approved by the common
council. Such moneys shall only be paid out on
orders signed by the chief engineer, or actin
chief engineer, and countersigned by the clerk o
said department.

SEcTiON 28. There shall be elected by the mem-

bers of each company aforesaid, annnally, at their
annual meetings, a clerk or secretary,and a treas-
urer, who shalfson or before the first Monday of
May in each year, return to' the city clerk a list
containing the name of each member of their re-
spective companies; and when any member of
etther of said companies shall cease to be a mem-
ber thereof by resignation, expulsion or otherwise,
notice thereof shal%be given to the city clerk.
SectioN 29. The city clerk is hereby required
to keep a record of the members of the several
companies organized under this chapter, and such
record shall consist of the returns made by the
several clerks or secretaries as above provided;
and no person shall be exempt from jury duty un-
less the name is entered on such list. In case any
person shall, for any cause, cease to be a member
of either of said companies, the clerk shall note
the fact on the list thereof, and shall return to
the clerk of the board of supervisors of the county
of Wood a list of all persons who are members of
either or all of said companies exempt from jury
duty, on or before the day now appointed, or
which may hereafter be appointed for the annual
meetings of said board, and said board shall not
lace the names of such persons on the jury list
or the ensuing year.

CHAPTER 1V.
ACTIONS TO RECOVER PENALTIES, ETC.

SecrioN 1. All actions brought to recover any
penalties or forfeiture under this act, or the ordi-
nances, by-laws, or police or health regulations,
made in pursuance thereof, shall be brought in
the corporate name of the city. It shall be lawful
to declare generally in debt for such penalty or
forfeiture, stating the chapter and section of this
act, or the section of the ordinance, by-law or reg-
ulation, under which the penalty or forfeiture is
claimed, and to give the special matter in evidence
under it.

SectioN 2. In all prosecutions for any violation
of any of the provisions of this act, or any by-
law, ordinance or regulation, the first process shall
be a suminons, unless oath be made for a warrant
as in criminal cases before justices of the peace,
under the general statutes of the state for the
time being.
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SEcTION 3. When the action is commenced by
summons, such summons may be substantially in
the following form:

Upon the return of the warrant, the justice of
the peace may proceed summarily with the case,
unless it be adjourned by consent or for cause.

Witnesses and jurors shall attend
before a justice of the peace in all city and crimi-
nal suits, without the payment of fees in advance,
or a tender thereof, upon process duly [served ], and
in default thereof, their attendance may be com-
pelled by attachment.

SectioNy 9. In city prosecutions no jury shall
be allowed either party, and the findings of the
court shall be guilty or not guilty. If guilty, the
court shall render judgment thereon against the
defendant for the fine, penalty or forfeiture pre-
scribed in this act, or in the ordinance, by-law or
regulation, for the violation of which the person or
persons shall have been adjudged guilty, and
for costs of suit; but if not guilty, the costs of
suit shall be taxed against the city.

All fire engines, hose-carts, hooks
and ladders, and wagons therefor, and all other
apparatus and implements used to extinguish fire,
and all hoases or buildings owned or occupied by
said city for such engines, hose, hose-carts, hooks
and ladders and other apparatus and implements,
shall be exempt from attachment or execution
issued in any action, or on any judgment wherein
the said city shall be a party.

SectioN 19. Noreal or personal property of any

.inhabitant of said city, or of any individual or cor-

poration, shall be levied on or sold by virtue of
any attachment or execution issued to collect or
satisfy any contract, debt or obligation of said
city, on any judgment against said city.

SEcTION 20. In all cases where a defendant
shall be convicted of any violation of any ordi-
nance or police regulations of said city, the court
before whom the same is tried shall have power to
sentence the defendant to a term of imprisonment
in the common jail of Wnod county, for any
period not exceeding six months.

SectioN 21. The mayor shall have power to
grant pardons or commutations after convictions,
against the ordinances of the city, upon such con-
ditions as he may deem proper. He <hall com-
municate any such actions to the council at its next
meeting, with the reasons therefor.

CHAPTER V.
IMPROVEMENT OF THE STREETS AND SIDEWALKS.

Section 1. Every ordinance, resoiution or by-
law providing for the repairing, construction or
reconstruction of any sidewalk or gutter, or for
the grading, repairing or improving of any street
at the expense, in whole or 1u part, of the owners
of the lots or parcels of land abutting or front-
ing such sidewalk, gutter or street, shall, on being
introduced at a meeting of the common council,
be referred to some appropriate committee, and
any such ordinance, resolution or by-law shall not
be passed or adopted sooner than fourteen days
- after the introduction thereof, nor until ten days
after the proceedings of the council had relative
thereto, at the meeting when such ordinance, reso-
lution or by-law was introduced, shall have been
published in the official newspaper of said city.
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SectioN 2. The common council of the city of
Marshfield shall have power to establish the grade
of the streets of said city, and change and re-
establish such grade as it shall deem expedient;
provided, that whenever it shall change or alter
the grade of any street, any person who shall
claim to have sustained damages by such change
or alteration of grade, shall have his right of ac-
tion against the city for the recovery of such
damages; but no suit shall be commenced there-
for, until application has been made to the com-
mon councll to pay such damages, and said
council shall have refused or neglected for three
months to pay or settle the same.

SectioN 3. It shall be the duty of the city mar-
shal to see that all the ordinances of the city
relating to the obstruction and cleansing of side-
walks, streets, alleys, public grounds, reservoirs,
gutters, sewers, waters and water courses in said
city are duly observed and kept. The com-
mittee on streets shall have a general supervision
over all works let by contract for the improve-
ment of streets or sidewalks in said city, unless
the common council shall otherwise provide.

SeEcTioN 4. Sidewalks shall be constructed, re-
constructed or repaired upon the proper established
grade of any street in said city, of such width, in
such manner, of such materials, and in such time
as the common council, by ordinance, resolution
or order, shall direct, by the owner or owners of
any lot or piece of ground in front of which such
sidewalk shall be ordered; if the owner or owners
of any such lot or piece of ground shall not con-
struct such sidewalk as aforesaid, in the manner,
of the material, or at the time as so directed, the
common council may cause the same to be con-
structed forthwith, at the expense of such owner
or owners. The contract for the construction of
anly such sidewalk shall be let to the lowest reason-
able responsible bidder, and notice shall be given
by publication in the official paper of the city, at
least for three days, of the time, place and manner
of receiving such bids.

SEctioN 5. The common council shall have
power, by a vote of two-thirdsof all the members
of the common coundil, to order the building, con-
struction, reconstruction or repair of sidewalks in
the city of Marshfield in such manner as it may
deem proper. The city clerk shall receive all pro-
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posals for constructing or repairing sidewalks, and
shall open them in the presence of the council,
which shall award the contract to the lowest re-
sgonsible bidder; provided, such bid is a reason-
able one, subject to such provisions in the case of
violation of contract, and to such other particular
provisions as the council may prescribe. The
proceedings for ordering the repair of sidewalks
and levying and collecting special taxes on re-
spective lots to pay for the same, shall be the
same as herein provided as in case of constructing
a new sidewalk, except as otherwise provided in
this section. No contractor for building or re-
pairing sidewalks shall receive any pay therefor
from the city under any circumstances, until the
tax levied for that purpose shall have been paid to
the city or county. Whenever a sidewalk shall be
out of repair and so remain for the: space of
twenty-four hours, which, in the opinion of the
street committee, will not cost to exceed the
amount of five dollars (%5), in front of any one
lot to repair the same, it shall be authorized and it
is hereby made his duty to cause the same to be
immediately repaired; and when the same is com-
pleted he shall make out an itemized bill of the
costs of such repair, specifying the lot and block
or piece or parcel of land in front of which said
work was done, verified by his oath, and shall de-
liver the same to the city clerk, and said clerk
shall forthwith present the same to the owner of
such lot, piece or parcel of land, if a resident of
the city of Marshfield, for payment, and if the
owner of such lot, piece or parcel of land shall re-
fuse or neglect to pay the same for ten days, then
the clerk shall report the fact to the common
council, and the council shall thereupon levy a
special tax upon said lot, piece or parcel of land,
to pay the same, in the same manner as special
taxes are levied for the construction of sidewalks.
In case the owner of such lot, piece or parcel of
land does not reside in the city of Marshfield, the
said committee shall return said account to the
common council with his certificate, stating that
fact, and the council shall thereupon levy a spe-
cial tax to pay the same in the manner in this
section provided.

let to the lowest responsible bidder, whose bia it
shall deem reasonable and proper, the construc-
tion of any sidewalk or gutter, or the making of
improvement on or along any street or highway
in said city limits which “shall have been ordered.

SecTION 7. The common council of the city of
Marshtield shall have the power by an affirmative
vote of two-thirds of all its members, to order and
contract for the making, grading, paving and re-
pairing, and cleansing of streets and parts of
streets, alleys, public or private grounds, reser-
voirs, gutters and sewers, in the manner herein
mentloned and direct and control the persons em-
ployed ‘thereon.

SeEctioN 8. The cost and expenses of survey-
ing lands, streets, alleys, sewers and gutters, and
of estimating work thereon, in the execution of
any public improvements, shall be chargeable to
and payable by the city. Sewers and gutters
may be ordered by the common council and built
at the expense of the lots or parts of lots benefit-
ed thereby, and fronting upon the side of the
street aloug which such sewer or gutter shall be
constructed; provided, however, that when sewers
or gutters are constructed through alleys, no lot
shall be assessed therefor, except these situated
in the block through which such sewers or gutters
may be constructed; and, provided, further, that
in all cases when improvements or work of any
kind are chargeable, by virtue of this section, upon
lots benefited, all such improvements across
streets, alleys and public grounds, shall be made
and paid for by the city, in proportion to the width
of the street, alley or public ground.

SECTION 9. Whenever the common council
shall determine to make any public improvement
as authorized by this chapter, it shall cause to be
made an estimate of the whole expense thereof,
and such estimate shall be filed in the office of the
city clerk, for the inspection of the parties interested
before such work shall be ordered to be done. The
common council may authorize the letting of
such work by contract to the lowest bidder, at the
expense of the lots upon which such work is
chargeable, in whole or in part, as aforesaid, all
bids for doing the same to be approved by the
council; and the said council shall have power to
reject any and all bids, and may require such con-
tractors to perform such contract within such
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time and under such conditions, and to give such
security for the performance of such work as it
shall direct; such contract when approved by
the council, to be executed on the part of the city
by the mayor and countersigned by the city clerk;
notice of the time and place of receiving such
bids to be published for ten days in the official
paper of said city. The common council, instead
of letting such work by contract to the lowest
bidder, may, by an affirmative vote of two-thirds
of the members of the council, order the grading,
repairing or improving of any street, or tﬁe mak-
ing of any public improvement, to be done directly
by and under the supervision of a street com-
mittee, at the uniform expense, in whole or in
part of the lots or parcels of land abutting or
fronting on such street or public improvement.
SECTION 10. Whenever the general interests of
the city require deep cutting®or extraordinary
filling in any street, and the owners of the lots
and lands fronting on such deep cutting or filling
shall deem themselves aggrieved thereby, and
shall represent to the council in writing that the
expenses of such excavation or filling will exceed
the proportion that should be justly or equitably
charged upon the property assessed therefor, the
council shall require the marshal to summon five
freeholders, not residents of the ward nor inter-
ested in said lots or lands, who, after being sworn
faithfully and impartially to discharge the trust
reposed in them, shall examine the premises within
five days therefrom, and if in- their opinion the
cost of such work will exceed the amount that
should be justly and equitably chargeable upon
said premises, it shall be their duty to determine
whai portion of such work shall be chargeable to
such lots or parcels of land respectively, and what
lots and parcels of land on the streets so to be im-
proved will be benefited by such deep cutting or
filling, and how much or what portion shall be
chargeable to them, and to make a report thereof
in writing as soon as practicable, but within ten
days after such examination, to the common coun-
cil; and such prol)ortion as shall be reported as
properly chargeable to the lots or parcels first men-
tioned, shall be assessed upon and collected from
the same, in the same manner as herein provided;
in case such owners shall not do such work, the
remainder shall be assessed upon the lots benefited
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by such improvement, in proportion to their re-
spective benefit, as determined by said jury. The
sum so assessed shall become a lien upon the
premises assessed, and shall be collected therefrom
as a special assessment, in the same manner as
other special assessments for improvements are
co]]ecte«i) ; provided, that should said jury find that
said petitioners were not entitled to any division
of the expense so assessed upon their lots or par-
cels of land, then the expenses of all proceedings
under this section shall be paid by said petitioners.
and the common. council may require a bond for
the payment of the same upon the filing of the
petition; Frovided, also, that the petition of no
owner feeling himself aggrieved shall be received
unless the same be presented within twenty days
after the publication of the notice requiring the
same to be done; and provided further, that when
it shall appear to she council that any such lands
belong to non-residents, infants, or persons labor-
ing under legal disability, who shall not be repre-
sented by an agent or guardian, or not to be
benefited by the making of streetsin front of such
lots or lands to the amount of the costs and ex-
penses thereof, it shall then be the duty of the
said council to cause to be summoned a jury as
herein provided.

that in no event where work is ordered to be done
at the expense of any lot or parcel of land shall
the city be held responsible for or on account
thereof, or for any proceedings for the collection
of the pay therefor.

SeEcTION 13. The common council of the city

in May in each year, determine and levy the
amount of highway tax in said city for the ensu-
ing year, for the purpose of constructing and re-
pairing streets, highways and bridges in said city,
which amounts shall not be less than two (2) or
more than five (5) mills on the dollar upon all
taxable property of said city, as the same shall
appear by the last assessment roll of said property,
and said tax shall be paid in money or labor, ac-
cording to the general law now in force on said
subject.

SEcTION 14. The city clerk shall, within fifteen
days after said highway tax shall be so levied,
make out and deliver {o the city treasurer a list
of all persons liable to pay highway tax in said
city, which list shall also contain a statement of
all the taxable personal property, and a description
of all lots or parcels of land within said city, with
the value of each lot or parcel set opposite to such
description, as the same shall appear on the assess-
ment roll of the previous year, and if such lot
or tract was not separately described in such roll,
then in such proportion to the valuation which
shall have been affixed to the whole tract of which
such lot or parcel forms a part, and the amount
of such tax shall be carried out in a separate col-
umn, opposite the name of each person or persons,
corporation or corporations, to whom each item
of taxable property upon said list is to be assessed.

SectioN 15.  The city clerk shall make a dupli-
cate of such list, both of which shall be signed by
the mayor and countersigned by the city clerk,
one of which shall be ﬁle§ in the office of the city
clerk, and the other shall be delivered to the city
treasurer.

SeEcTiOoN 16. The city clerk shall annex to each
such tax list a warrant, signed by the mayor and
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the city clerk, which shall be in substance in the
following form:
To A B., treasurer of the city of Marshfield:

You are hereby required to collect from the sev-
eral persons and corporations named in the an-
nexed tax list, and from the owners of the real
estate described therein, the taxes set opposite to
such persons, corporations and property, within
the time limited by law, and to apply the taxes by
you so collected, and make due returns thereof as
required by law.

SectioN 17. The treasurer shall have the same
powers and proceed to collect said taxes, in the
same manner as in the collection of general taxes,
and in case the said treasurer shall be unable to
collect any portion of said tax he shall, on or be-
fore the third Monday in November in each year,
make out and deliver to the city clerk of said city
a list of all such unpaid taxes which list shall con-
tain the names of all persons, corporation or cor-
porations, and the description of all real estate or
personal property included in said tax roll, and the
amount of such tax against each of such descrip-
tions or items so uncollected, which said list shall
be sworn to by said city treasurer, before some
officer authorized to administer oaths.

SecrioNy 18, Upon the receipt of such list, the
city clerk, shall, at the time of making out the
general annual tax roll of said city for that year,
place in a separate column on said roll the amount
of said delinquent tax against the proper descrip-
tion of real estate and personal property, which
shall be collected or returned in the same manner
as general taxes are collected or returned by law.

(HAPTER VL

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS.

SectioNy 1. All work for the city or either
wards, including all printing and publishing, may,
in the discretion of the council, unless otherwise
ordered, be let by contract to the lowest bidder,
and due notice shall be given of the time and place
of letting the contracts.

SEcTioN 2. No moneys shall be appropriated
for any purpose whatever, except such as are ex-
pressly authorized by the act.
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SEcTION 3. No penalty or judgment recovered
in favor of the city shall be remitted or discharged,
except by a two-thirds vote of the aldermen elect.

SeEctiox 4. The common council may, at any
time, cause a new and accurate survey to be made
of the lines and boundaries of all streets, alleys,
sidewalks, public grounds, wharves and blocks,
and may cause to be established such permanent
land marks as it may deem necessary, and to
cause an accurate plat or plats thereof to be made
and certified to by the surveyor, which shall be
filed in the office of the city clerk and recorded in
the office of the register of deeds of the county
of Wood.

Sectiox 5. The surveys and land marks so
made and established shall be prima facie evidence
of the lines and boundaries of all streets, alleys,
sidewalks, public grounds, wharves and blocks,
in all cases 1n which they shallbe drawn into con-
troversy in all courts in this state.

SECTION 6. The comnion council may, at such
time as it may deem proper, establish the grades
of all streets, alleys and sidewalks of said city, or
any or either of them, and shall cause accurate
profiles thereof to be made, one of which shall be
filed in the office of the register of deeds of
‘Wood county; and should the grade so established
be at any time thereafter altered, all damages.
costs and charges therefor. shall be paid by the
city to the owner of any lot or parcel of land or
tenement which may be affected or injured in
consequence of the alteration of such grade; pro-
vided, however, that nothing in this section con-
tained, shall be so construed as to prevent the
street commissioner of the several wards of said
city from ordering or causing to be done the
grading of any street within their ward to a tem-
porary grade, to be established by such cominis-
sioner.

Secriox 7. The city may have, purchase and
hold real and personal estate sufficient for the con-
venience of the inhabitants thereof, and may sell
and convey the same: and the same while owned,
occupied or held by the said city shall be exempt
from taxation.

SEcTION 8. Real estate exempt from taxation
by the laws of this state shall be subject to special
taxation, as other real estate under this act.

SectioN 9. Every individual or company of in-
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dividuals or body corporate, owning a lot or tract

" of land within the corporate limits of the city of

Marshfield, who may desire to subdivide or plat
such lot or tract land into city lots, shall, in
platting the same, cause the streets and alleys in
such plat to correspond, in width and general di-
rection, with the streets and alleys thweugh the
lots and blocks in said city adjacent to said lot or
tract so platted; and before making such plat as
required by law, it shall be the duty of such per-
son or persons or corporation making such plats
to submit the same to the common council of said
city for approval; and if said plat shall be ap-
proved by the common council, the said person or
persons or corporation may cause said plat or
plats to be recorded according to law; but except
such plat be approved by a resolution adopted by
said council, a copy of which, duly certified b
said clerk shall be affixed to or entered on suc
plat, it shall not be lawful for the register of deeds
of the county of Wood to receive such plat for
record, or to record the same, and the person or
persons neglecting or refusing to comply with the
requirements of this act, shall forfeit and pay a
sum not less than one hundred (100) nor more
than one thousand dollars (31,000), and the register
of deeds who shall record such plat without a
copy of the resolution aforesaid approving the
same, being entered on or affixed thereto, shall
forfeit a sum not less than fifty (50) nor more
than one thousand dollars ($1,000).

SEcTION 10. When thecity of Marshfield deeds
or leases any real estate or any interest therein
owned by the said city, the party of the first part
shall be the city of Marshfield, and the person or
persons authorized to execute such deed or lease
need not be named in the body thereof.

SEctioN 11. The mayor of said city is hereby
authorized when the common council shall, by
ordinance or resolution for that purpose, describe
the real estate and interest to be conveyed under
and direct him so to do, to execute a deed or lease
of such real estate or interest therein belonging to
the said city. The said deed or lease shall be
signed by the mayor of said city, and counter-
signed by the city clerk, and sealed with the cor-
porate seal of said city, and duly witnessed and
acknowledged as is provided for the execution of
deeds and conveyances.
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SEcTIiON 12. 'When any such deed or lease is so
executed, the city clerk shall attach to such deed
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or lease a true copy, by him duly certified, of the -

ordinance or resolution aforesaid, and the same
shall be recorded by the register of deeds with said
deed or lease; and such copy so attached and
record thereof, shall bhe in all courts of this state
prima facie evidence of the authority of the
mayor to make and execute such deed or lease.

SectioN 13. If any election by the people for
common council shall, for any cause, not be held
at the time or in the manner herein prescribed, or
if the council shall fail to organize as herein pre-
scribed, it shall not be considered reason for ar-
resting, suspending or absolving said corporation,
but such election or organization may be had at
any subsequert day by order of the common coun-
cil; and if any of the duties enjoined by this act,
or the ordinances or by-laws or regulations of said
city, to be done by any officer at any specified
time, and the same are not then done or performed,
the common council may then appoint another
time at which said act may be done and performed.

SecTION 14. No general law of this state con-
travening the provisions of this act shall be con-
sidered as repealing, annulling or modifying the
same, unless such purpose be expressly set forth
in such law as an amendment to this chapter.

SectioN 15. The commen council shall have
ﬁower to appropriate a sum not exceeding five

undred dollars (8500), to any public purpose that
may be deemed proper, but no such appropriation
shall be made unless ordered by a two-thirds vote
of all the aldermen elect.

SECTION 16. Every male inhabitant of the city
of Marshfield, over twenty-one years of age and
under fifty, except active members of the fire de-
partment, and those otherwise exempt by the
general laws of this state, shall pay into the city
treasury annually, the sum of one dollar and fifty
cents (81.50) each, as a poll tax. It shall be the
duty of the assessor of the city of Marshfield, dur-
ing the month of April, of each year, to make out
duplicate lists of all persons liable to said tax in
the city of Marshfield, and said assessor shall, on
the last Monday of April of each year, deliver one
of the said lists to the city clerk, and one to the
treasurer of said city of Marshfield. The said
treasurer shall thereupon immediately proceed to
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collect the same, and all persous liable to pay such
tax who shall not have paid the same after de-
mand, either personally or by written notice left
at their usual place of abode, on or before the first
day of June of each year, shall be liabie to and
pay a penalty of two dollars ($2.00) in addition to
said poll tax, together with costs of prosecution.
to be prosecuted for by said treasurer, in the name
of the city of Marshtield. The process in each
case shall be by warrant, as provided for in chap-
ter 4 of this act, entitled, *‘actions to recover pen-
alties, etc.;” and in case judgment shall be rendered
against the defendant in such action, and he shall
refuse or neglect to pay such judgment, he shall
be imprisoned in the county jail ten days. The
moneys collected as herein provided for, shall be
kept as a distinct fund, and shall be expended for
the benefit and improvement of the streets of the
city of Marshfield. The mayor, city clerk and
treasurer shall constitute a board to determine the
liability of persons to pay such tax, and all per-
sons claiming to be exempt from such tax must
apply to said board within twenty days from
the time when said lists shall be delivered to the
treasurer as aforesaid. The city treasurer shall
receive the same fees for collecting said tax as he
does for collecting taxes assessed upon real estate
and personal property; provided, that if any per-
son shall desire to, he shall be permitted to per-
form one day’s work upon the streets of the city.
in the ward 1n which he resides, and the certificate
of the street committee that such person has per-
formed one full day’s labor shall be received by
the city treasurer in full discharge of such tax.
SecTIoN 17. The jurisdiction of the police jus-
tice of the city of Marshfield shall be co-extensive
with the county of Wood. and the said police jus-
tice shall have exclusive jurisdiction to try all
criminal cases and conduct all examinations with-
in said city in which the city is a party under the
laws in which justices of the peace have jurisdic-
tion, and according to this act. And the police
justice shall have and possess all the rights, pow-

. ers and privileges of said justices of the peace, and

all the laws of this state concerning justices’ court
shall apply to the police court of the city of Marsh-
field, except so far as the said law conflicts with
the provisions of this act.

Skcriox 18, In all cases where an action might
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be brought by the city of Marshfield against any
Eerson, company or corporation, such action may

e commenced and prosecuted in the name of the
city by any electors of said city; provided, that
the complaint is made by any person, other than
a police officer of said city, sheriff of Wood county
or any officer of said city. The justice may, in
his discretion, require seventy-five (75) cents, asin
civil courts before justices of the peace.
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SectioN 19. The common council shall have oramental
ower to require the owner of any lot or grounds "

1 the city to set out ornamental trees in the
street or streets fronting on the same, and in de-
fault thereof, to cause the same to be done, and to
levy a special tax upon such lot or grounds to pay
the expenses of the same.

SEcTioN 20. This act is hereby declared to be
a public act, and shall be liberally construed in all
courts of this state.

SEcTION 21. The legal indebtedness of the town
of Marshfield shall be apportioned by the board of
supervisors of the town of Marshtield, upon an
apportionment based upon the assessment of said
town for the year 1882; and by such apportion-
ment said supervisors shall determine what portion
of said legal indebtedness of said town shall be
chargeable to the said town of Marshfield and the
city of Marshfield, respectively, which amounts of
such indebtedness, so apportioned, is hereby de-
clared chargeable to said town of Marshfield and
city of Marshfield, respectively, at such times as
the same may become due and payable; and said
board of supervisors of the town of Marshfield
shall, in like manner, on or before April 1, 1883,
or as soon thereafter as practicable, apportion the
§fneral funds and other property of the town of

arshfield to the said town of Marshficld and city
of Marshfield, respectively, and the said board of
supervisors shall make an order directing the
treasurer of the town of Marshfield to pay the
amount of such general funds so apportioned to
the city of Marshfield, to the treasurer of said city,
and take his receipt therefor, which receipt shall
be his voucher for the amount so paid.

CHAPTER 307. '

AN ACT to amend sub-section 1. of section 3, of sub-chapter
4, of chapter 184, of thelaws of 1874, entitled “ an act to re-
vise, consolidate and amend the charter of the city of Mil-
waukee, approved February 20th, 1852, and the several acts
amendatory thereof.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senafe and assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEcTioN 1. Sub-section 1, of section 3, of sub-
chapter 4, of chapter 184, of the laws of 1874, en-
titled “an act to revise, consolidate and amend the
charter of the city of Milwaukee, approved Feb-
ruary 20th, 1852, and the several acts amendatory
thereof,” is hereby ainended so as to read as fol-
lows: 1st. To regulate groceries, taverns, victual-
ing houses, saloons, gardens and all other places
within said city, where wines and other liquors
are sold for any purpose, and whether they are
sold to be drank on the premises or otherwise,
and to license, regulate and restrain tavern keep-
ers, groceries, wholesale liquor dealers, druggists,
keepers of ordinaries, saloops, victualing houses
or other houses or places for the selling or giving
away spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors; and
to classify, grade and regulate the amount to be
paid for licenses for dealing in or vending spirit-
uous, vinous or fermented liquors, in proportion
to the amount dealt in or vended; and to prescribe
the time for which such license shall be granted;
and to restrain any person from vending, giving
or dealing in spirituous, vinous or fermented
liquors unless duly licensed by authority of the
common council; provided, the amount to be
charged for any such license shall not, in any
case, be less than the minimum sum, nor more
than the maximum sum required by the general
laws of this state, to Le paid for like licenses in
its towns and villages of the state, under the gen-
